But fortunately for 
the state and the prosij>erity of its cit­ 
izens the campaign will end with the 
primaries next Tuesday, leaving the 
people free to turn their attention 
from politics. 
On the ewe of the primaries for the 
choice of candidates for all public 
officers from I nited States senator 
and governor down to county officials 
The situation is admittedly the most 
complicated in the political history of 
the Sunflower state. About the only 
feature in connection with the con­ 
test that stands out clearly is the fact 
that republican discord has increas­ 
ed the prospects of Democratic suc­ 
cess in Kansas next November to an 
extent that would scarcely have been 
thought possible twelve months ago. 
That the democrats are alive to their 
opportunity is evidenced by the fact 
that there is a great scramble to get 
on the democratic ballot, there being 
an abundance of candidates in the 
primaries for every office to be filled. 
The contest for republican 
presi­ 
dential electors has been so bitter as 
to attract national attention. The at­ 
tempt of the Taft following to defeat 
the enemy by injunction proceedings 
failed, with the result that both the 
regulars and the 
progressives will 
have sets of presidential electors on 
the primary ballots. The progressives 
are fighting with might gnd main for 
a victory in the primaries. The bat­ 
tle is being 
directed by Governor 
Stubbs, William Allen White and oth­ 
er Roosevelt leaders of national rep­ 
utation. 
Governor Stubbs is fighting for the 
republican indorsement 
for 
United 
States senator in opposition to Sena­ 
tor Charles Curtis, whose term will 
expire next iMarch and who is a can­ 
didate for renomination. Senator Cur­ 
rie is a Taft supporter, while Gover­ 
nor Stubbs is one of the “seven gov­ 
ernors" who persuaded Roosevelt to 
enter the presidential race. The gov­ 
ernor is making his fight on an out- 
and-out progressive platform. 
Four democrats aspire to succeed 
t urtis in the senate. They are Judge 
Thomas L. Bond of Salina, S. H. Allen 
of Topeka, W, H. Thompson of Gard­ 
en City, and H. P. Ferrelley of Cha­ 
nute. 
The republican contest for the gub­ 
ernatorial nomination are Arthur Cap­ 
per, the Topeka editor, and Frank J. 
Ryan of Leavenworth. Capper is al­ 
lied with the progressives and Ryan 
leans towards the regulars. The dem­ 
ocratic contest for the gubernatorial 
nomination is between J. B. Billard, 
mayor of Topeka, 
and 
George 
H. 
Hodges of Olathe, a member of the 
state senate. The chief plank in Dil­ 
lard’s platform is the resubmission 
of the prohibitory law. in which he 
is opposed by Hodges. 
In addition to governor, both par­ 
ties will nominate candidates for jus­ 
tices of the supreme court, lieutenant 
governor, secretary of state, auditor, 
treasurer, attorney general, super­ 
intendent of public instruction super­ 
intendent of 
insurance 
and 
state 
printer. Practically all of the present 
state officials are candidates for re­ 
nomination. District judges and mem­ 
bers of the legislature also are to be 
nominated. 
Spirited contests are on in nearly 
all of the congressional districts. All 
of the present representatives are 
candidates for renomination. Anthony 
of the First district and Campbell of 
the Third district 
have 
opposition. 
Victor Murdock of the Eighth district, 


in addition to the republicans and 
democrats, the socialists will have an 
almost complete state ticket on the 
primary ballots. 
The socialist party 
choice tor United States senator is A. 
V. Risker of Girard and for governor, 
G. W. Kleihege of Lawrence. The so­ 
cialists will have candidates in six of 
the eight congressional districts. 
Despite the bitterness of the pres­ 
ent fight between the two factions of 
the republicans the opinion prevails 
among the foremost of the party lead­ 
ers that after the primary battle is 
over the rank and file of the party 
will get together for a united fight 
against the democratic opposition at 
the November election.

Dr. Howard of the department of 
agriculture, who probably knows aa 
much of the mosquito and its habit* 
as any other man in the world, con­ 
tends that this 
cosmopolitan 
pest

coming of winter. 
On the contrary, 
mosquitoes have been 
observed 
to 
hibernate, 
adult 
specimens

from November until the succeeding 
April or May with all their powers of 
torment unimpaired, 
although their 
activity Is suspended in winter. The 
mosquito needs but Httle food, and 
It is the female that thirsts for blood, 
the males contenting themselves with 
water and vegetable fluid*. 
The fact that mosquitos* are often 
found upon dry prairies many miles 
from water Is ascribed to the long­ 
evity of the adults of certain species 
which enables them to survive sea­ 
sons of drought. Railroads have been
